Upon receipt by an agency of a timely request for a )
regulatory analysis, which Is received prior to the adoption
of the rule, the agency shall extend the period specified in
this chapter for each of the following until at least twenty
days after publication in the administrative bulletin of a
concise summary of the regulatory analysis:

This bill expands the period for requesting a regulatory
analysis statement for new administrative rules. The current
period is 32 days from the publication of a notice of intended
action. The bill expands this period to 70 days. The bill
also expands the eligible reauesters of these analyses by
allowing 25 persons who are directly and adversely impacted by
the rule or an organization representing 25 such persons to
make the demand.
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
